She 
declared she had carried a vial of chloro- 
form about with her for the last two 
years every time she rode in a train, so 
that if she should be fatally injured in 
a wreck she would erd her misery. 


Earnestly and with a persistence tha 


commanded attention Miss Hall endeav- 
ored to have the association place th 
se.nl of its endorsement on the proposi 
tion. 


While pleading for the society to tak 


this up as a part of its work she graphi- 
cally portrayed the tortures of an engi- 
neer in a wreck, pinned underneath an 
engine, while the flames are slowly roast- 
inghim. She said she asked for the same 
mercy as is extended to a wounded ani- 
mal to end its sufferings.

of the department of T:inn Engineering 
of the University of Wisconsin. 


In response to a circular letter sent 


to one thousand physicians in the fifty- 
cHit counties of Wisconsin in which corn 
is" grown, 37S replies were received by 
Professor Knapp. The reports show 71 
nreidenU by shredders in 1004 and -114 
accidents by shredders in former years, 
against 235 accidents by all other kinds 
of farm machinery in 100-1, and OOT in 
former years. 


The statistics compiled from the re- 


ports of the physicians show that last' 
year Ifi persons lost arms in corn shred- 
ders. while ten pnrons lost arms in all 
other farm machinery accidents. While, 
19 persons lost hands in shredders, only 
9 suffered similar loss by other machines. 
Two deaths resulted from shredder acci- 
dents and two from :all other machinery. 
It is thus apparent that the shredder ac- 
cidents are in tho majority serious, since 
2S per cent were fatiil; 50 per cent re-

According to report sfrora the village 


of Union Grove the first loads of mater- 
ial for the proposed new city hall have 
been placed on the grounds and the vil- 
lage board intend to proceed with the 
erection of the hall nt once. 


Since the fire which destroyed the My- 


ers opera house and Asby hotel, there 
has been no adequate hnll for holding 
conventions or other large gatherings in 
the Grove and the people know it has 
worked losses to the merchants and oth- 
ers. 


Efforts to secure a new site for a new 


hall resulted in trouble. Factions want- 
ed it on the north side of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway tracks and 
another faction fought for the south side.

Attorneys have been engaged by t\vo 


factions and it is said that just as soon 
as steps are taken to break ground or 
build there will be an injunctionnl suit 
commenced restraining the village board 
from building the hall, on the ground 
that their action.1; in the past have been 
illegal nnd they have no right to spend 
money for that purpose.

ASSESSED VALUES INCREASE 


Nearly all KcnoBha Towni Make Better 


Shovflne TW« Year. 


Says the Kenosha News: 
County 


Clerk Crosby this morning completed the 
work of tabulating tho work of the as- 
sessors in the towns of tho county and 
tho result is a decidedly satisfactory one 
both to the cleiy and to the supervisor 
of assessments. Nearly all of the town's, 
have made a large increase in the assess- 
ed value- over last year and Supervisor 
Harrison announces that before he is 
through with the figures the increase 
will be raised to even .a greater amount. 


The report shows that the total val- 


ue of all property in the county outside 
of the city is $11,611,547 and that the 
assessed value of the property in the 
city is $11,597,651 making the total as- 
sessed valuation of all property in the 
county $23,209,193. In 1904 the assessed 
value of property in rural towns was 
$10,910,375 and in the city $10,984,545 
making a total of 321,894,920. It will be 
noticed from these figures that the in- 
crease in the towns outside of the city 
is just a little larger than the increase 
in the city. 


The town of Pleasant Prairie has the 


largest increase, the amount of the in- 
crease in this town being nearly a hajf a. 
million dollars. The town of Randall is 
second in the percentage of increase, the 
increase there being a little over a bun- 
dred thousand dollars. It is a notice- 
able fact that the personal property val- 
ue in Randall has biien increased over 
$30,000 this year in comparison with last 
year. For its size Randall has made by: 
far the largest proportionate increase. 
In the town of Paris there is. a filling 
off of several thousand dollars, but this 
town is to have a visit from the super- 
visor of assessments and it will probably 
be forced to come'up to the assessment 
of last year if not to stand for an in- 
crease.

Schcrzer deck 'lift bridge to cost not 
more than $72,000, will be built to take 
the place of the old Main street swing 
bridge. This WM definitely decided last 
evening at a. meeting of the 
bridge, 


street, harbor committees, with the city 
engineer and mayor present. 


Messrs. Ksller nnd Hill, representa- 


tives of the Schcrzer people, were also 
present at the important session. It was 
a meeting to consider tho Dlans for a 
deck bridge, similar to the picture print- 
ed in the Journal a few days ago, with 
changed grades, the former plans sub- 
mitted embodying an elevation of sixteen 
feet above datum, which would make the 
approach grades steeper than desirable, 
therefore the committee instructed the 
Seherzer representatives to make a new 
plan with lower elevations. 


THE GRADE LOWER. 


These new plans were presented at this 


meeting and they .give a grade of 14 4-10 
feet, thereby making the approneh grades 
to the structure ."! and 02-100 per cent. 
On account of the.lowering of the grades 
the expense of construction would be 
about $75,000, but as the amount was 
not available the 
committees decided 


that unless the Scherzer company could 
put in an estimate, for the bridge at $72,- 
000, it would be necessary to drop the 
matter and put,in a swing bridge,accord- 
ing to tha plf,ns of John Geist. 


WILL MAKE IT $72,000. 


There was considerable talk on this 


proposition. 
Representatives 
of the 


Schcrzer people telephoned to 
Chicago 


and stated afterward that they would 
guarantee that the company would build 
the bridge as per plans for $72,000 nnd 
that an agreement would be entered into 
with the city as soon as possible. 


Mayor Nelson said that he would call

JURIST IS UNDER FIRE 


Judco FranclH B. linker, Indiana. Said to 


Hnvo Vlollllixl Civil Srrvlop. 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, Oct. 12.—Unit- 


ed States Circuit'Judge Francis E..-Ba- 
ker of the Seventh Judicial circuit ha£. 
been charged by the civil service commis- 
sion with a violation of that section, of 
the civil service l.-uv forbidding any offi- 
cer of the goveninicnt soliciting or .re- 
ceiving campaign funds. 


The matter ha; been referred to the 


department of justice for action, but of- 
ficials of that department say they nrc 
powerless. They believe there is no way 
Judge Baker 
can be punished save 


through impeachment proceedings by 
congress. 


The civil service commission asserts 


that the case is one of the most flngrnnt 
that ever has come to its 
attention. 


Judge Baker, it claims, has admitted that 
he urged postofficc employes at Goshen, 
Incl., during the fall of 1002 to pay money 
to the Republican campaign fund. One 
clerk told him he could not afford to do 
so. 


"You can afl'ord to do without a suit 


of clothes nnd make the payment," re- 
sponded the judge. 


Various witnesses gave testimony be- 


fore Commissioner Greene of the commis- 
sion, who conducted the investigation, 
and their stories, according to Greene's 
report, were all substantially of the same 
character. 
THINK 
CONDUCT INEXPLICABLE. 


Judge Baker's conduct is regarded as 


inexplicable by officials of the commis- 
sion, bccnusc, they say, there could be no 
doubt that he was familiar with the civil 
service law. He has served for years on 
the bench, having at one time been a 
member of the Indiana Superior court, 
to which he was elected by popular vote. 
While occupying this appointment he ac- 
cepted from President Roosevelt the po- 
sition of federal judge. The commission 
holds that ns he. has n life position nnd 
as the federal judiciary was intended 
always to be divorced from politics Judge 
Baker was wholly unjustified in taking 
any part whatever in tho 
Republican 


campaign. 


Officials of the department of justice 


say that while it may not have been in 
good toste for Judge Baker to partici- 
pate actively in a campaign the executive 
branch of the government is without 
power to act against him. Even, where a 
judge plainly has violated the law he can- 
not be reached except by impeachment. 


ONLY THROUGH IMPEACHMENT 
"It is difficult to see," suid one of the 


assistant attorneys general last night, 
"why 
the 
commission referred the 


charges against Judge'Baker to the de- 
partment. Judge Baker was appointed 
for life, and the only way in whieh he 
could be removed from office or punished 
would be through impeachment. 
I do 


not believe congress would impeach a, fed- 
eral judge on acount of charges growing 
out of the colletion of campaign contri- 
butions. To my mind the action of the 
commission in asking the department to 
take steps for-Judge Baker's prosecution 
is ridiculous. Perhaps all it sought was 
to bring the attention of the country to 
the case." 


The postoffice department has taken 


summary action in the case of the postal 
officials at Goshen who advised the clerks 
to call upon Judge Baker, and rcpublish- 
ed the sections of the civil service law 
forbidding the soliciting or receiving of 
contributions for political campaign pur- 
poses.

WORSE'EVIL THAN COFFEE 


INDIANAPOLIS, 
Oct. 12.—The fea- 


ture of yesterday's session of the annual 
convention of the Mississippi Valley 
'Medical association was a defense of the 
cigarette by Dr. William B. Fletcher. He 
declared that years of observation and 
experiment had convinced him that ci- 
garettes were no more harmful than any 
other form of tobacco, tea or coffee. 


Dr. Fletcher's treatment of the subject 


created a mild sensation among the 200 
physicians present and during the dis- 
cussion which' followed, several eminent 
members of the profession agreed with 
Dr. Fletcher that an unreasonable preju- 
dice exists against the cigarette, which, 
they contended, has been made a scape- 
goat "in order to cover up some person- 
al vice of the smoker."

to Nancy near the German frontier. The 
balloon ascended about 655 yards, passing 
over Fort Vcndrcvillc and the defensive 
works in the H.ive forest.

The nuns below the elbow and 
legs below tin: l-.necs had been packe-1 in 
u suit case ;u'u the toiao and remaining 
porlioiis oi the arms and legs were hil- 
deu in 11 dot lie? hamper in a room occu- 
pied by Frederick Bauer, an elevator 
runner. Bauer was arrested. 


HEARD BREAKING OF BONES. 
The poir.t at which the head was found 


is more than a quarter of a mile away- 
from 149 Third avenue. The head was 
wrapped in the Sunday supplement of a 
German newspaper and a blue and white 
shirt. The 
murder was 
discovered 


thiough a story told by George Lanole, 
who had a room adjoining Bauer's, and 
who rushed to a police station today 
saying that he had lain awake for hours 
listening to noises which he thought pro- 
ceeded from Bauer's room. He said that 
late last night he heard at least two men 
quarreling in the adjoining room. He 
heard a shot and the sound of some one 
falling to the lloor. Then he went to 
fleop. About 2:30 this morning Lanole 
said he was awakened by strange noises 
in the room where the shot had been 
heard. Twice a man opened the door 
nnd went out and Lanole after laying 
nwnke listening for some time decided 
that the sounds he heard were the noises 
of bones being broken. This suspicion 
caused him to notify the police. 


A DEGENERATE'S CHIME. 


Bauer was found entering his room by 


the police and snid to them: "I found 
my room like this when I awoke this 
morning." 


He said that he had brought two men 


to his room last night, one a soldier. 
Bauer fell asleep while these men talked, 
he said, and when he awoke the soldier 
was gone, leaving the other's body as 
the police found it. The police found 
that Bauer's socks, the right arm of his 
xmdershirt and the right arm of an out- 
er shirt were covered with blood. A 
badly nicked razor was found on top of 
a trunk in Bauer's room and a revolver 
with one chamber empty was also found 
in the room. 


Bauer, who is 30 years old, is employ- 


ed as ar. elevator man at the Union 
Square hotel, and when he went 
to 


work today ho was sent home because of 
extreme nervousness. An examination 
of Corcoran's head showed that lie had 
been shot in the face.

MERCIFUL DEATH 


IS A WOMAN'S FLEA 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa,, Oct. 12.—Miss 


Helen Hall 
of Cincinnati 
yesterday 


startled the Humane society members, 
assembled here in convention, by urging 
the use of anaesthetics to end the lives 
of persons hopelessly injured or in ag- 
onizing death throes from disease. She 
declared she had carried a vial of chloro- 
form about with her for the last two 
years every time she rode in a train, so 
that if she should be fatally injured in 
a wreck she would end her misery. 


Earnestly and with a persistence that 


commanded attention Miss Hall endeav- 
ored to have the association place the 
sen! of its endorsement on the proposi- 
tion. 


While pleading for the society to take 


this up as a part of its work she graphi- 
cally portrayed the tortures of an engi- 
neer in a wreck, pinned underneath an 
engine, while the flames arc slowly roast- 
ing him. She said she asked for the same 
mercy as is extended to a wounded ani- 
mal to end its sufferings. 


PLEA FOR MERCIFUL DEATH. 
*I would have a merciful death by an- 


aesthetics meted out not only to victims 
of train wrecks, but to persons dying of 
diabetes, consumption, cancer, and hy- 
drophobia," added Miss Hall. "For the 
last two; years I always .have carried a 
phial of chlorof onn with me when riding 
on trains for use in case of emergency. 
I was brought to consider this subject 
through a horrible experience." 


In supporting Miss Hall's proposition, 


which was ruled out by the chairman, 
Dr. William 0. Stillman of Albany, N. Y., 
on the ground that articles of incorpora- 
tion of the society confined its opera- 
tions to cases of cruelty to animals and 
children, Mrs. M. H. Totten of Washing- 
ton, D. C., one of the founders of the 
organization, warmly exclaimed: 


'If I were in that wreck and saw cases 


such aa have been described and had a 
pistol I certainly would shoot the suffer- 
er to put him out of his misery." 


PHYSICIAN ASSAILS PLAN. 
• 


The idea of using anaesthetics to end 


suffering nt train wrecks has been advo- 
cated by Mrs. Ballington Booth, who is 
endeavoring to have railroad companies 
carry on every train, in charge of the 
conductor, a 
small 
case containing 


opiates and other medical and surgical 
supplies. Dr. Stillman vigorously com- 
bated both propositions, and the audi- 
ence, with few exceptions, appeared to be 
ivith him. 


"I do not think the law of this or any 


other country ever.will give to an indi- 
vidual professional or otherwise, the 
right to terminate life. No man is good 
enough to abrogate the powers of the Al- 
mighty. Besides, in my thirty years' ex- 
perience as a physician, I have seen many 
apparently hopeless cases that have re- 
covered. Had I hastened to their depart- 
ing by anaesthetics I feel that I certain- 
ly would have been a murderer in the 
eyes of the Lord. 


"I think a box such as Miss Hall 


speaks of should be curried on railroad 
trains, but a delicate situation arises as 
to by whom the anaesthetics should be 
administered. I think it is most unwise 
for this association to attempt even with- 
in our own jurisdiction 
to settle so

THE DEADLY CORN SHREDDERS 


Wisconsin University TeUsof Accidents— 


378 Rpplips Repelvpd. 


The danger of serious accidents from 


corn huskcrs and shredders and the im- 
portance of the law passed by the last 
legislature requiring that all shredders 
be equipped -with a safety device, are 
strikingly shown by .the. statistics just 
compiled by Professor George N. Knapp 
of the department of Farm Engineering 
of the University of Wisconsin. 


In response to a circular letter sent 


to one thousand physicians in the fifty- 
eight counties of Wisconsin in which corn 
is grown, 37S replies were received by 
Professor Knapp. The reports show 71 
accidents by shredders in 1004 and 414 
accidents by shredders in former years, 
against 235 accidents by all other kinds 
of farm machinery in 1004, and 867 in 
former years. 


The statistics compiled from the re- 


ports of the physicians show that last' 
year 115 persons lost arms in corn shred- 
ders, while ten perons lost arms in all 
other farm machinery accidents. While 
19 persons lost hands in shredders, only 
9 suffered similar loss by other machines. 
Two deaths resulted from shredder acci- 
dents and two from :all other machinery. 
It is thus apparent that the shredder ac- 
cidents are in the majority serious, since 
28 per cent wera fatal; 50 per cent re- 
sulted in loss- of arms or hands; nnd 
23 per cent in loss, of fingers. 


As under the term "all other kinds of 


farm machinery" has been included grain 
thrashers, traction engines, gasoline en- 
gines, wood saws, hay presses, grain and 
corn harvesters, corn shelters, feed mills, 
wind mills, mowers and hay tedders, 
planters, plows, harrows and rollers, it is 
apparent that the shredder is responsible 
for injuries out of all proportion to the 
number of machines in use. The unavoid- 
able inference from this is that shred- 
ders are more dangerous than other ma- 
chines and that ordinary care in operat- 
ing shredders is not adequate to prevent 
injury. 


The state legislature passed a law at; 


the hist session which provides that all 
shredders shall be equipped with a safety 
device to prevent accident in the snap- 
ping rolls. In the machines put on the 
market this year the manufacturers are 
apparently making an honest attempt to 
comply with this-law, but the machines 
in the field which occasioned 71 accidents 
in 1004 are no doubt still in use and are 
as likely to catch victims this year as 
last. Since shredders and huskers will 
continue to be used, the only safe guard 
is to keep away from both the husking 
and snapping rolls, and if the rolls need 
attention to .use a stick or club and not 
the hands or fingers in attempting to re- 
move the difficulty. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—"There is a super- 


vision of insurance more potent than 
that, of state or federal laws. It is the 
supervision of public opinion. Of all in- 
stitutions, the insurance company most 
depends upon public sentiment for its 
very existence."

M. Beck o{ Nek York, to the Fire Un- 
derwriters' association of the Northwest 
in session in this city.

the present insurance system, either in 
theory or practical administration, ie in- 
capable 
of improvement. It was not 


perfect, and never will be perfect, as long 
as the human mild is progressive. This 
people in their sober, second thought, 
Trill perceive that many of the conceded 
evils of the insurance system are due to 
conditions for which the insurance com- 
panies are not responsible. 


SEES VALUE IN PROBING. 


"The New York investigation will be 


of incalculable value, if it brings the 
American people to a full realization of 
the system of federated anarchy, under 
which so far as insurance is concerned, 
we are living and to which the worst 
evils developed by the investigating com- 
mittee are primarily attributable. 


"Let those, who complain of .the large 


sums expended by insurance companies 
to defeat oppressive legislation, remem- 
ber that the insurance companies rarely 
spend a. dollar to secure favorable legis- 
lation. They ask no appropriation, they 
claim no right of way. Let our stern 
moralists visit their greatest condemna- 
tion upon the 
.legislative highwaymen 


who hold up these great, business inter- 
ests, and, above all, upon an indifferent 
people, who clothe these 
highwaymen 


with the power to hold up their victims,"

IS KNOWN IK RACINE 


Gutzen Borelum. Wlio Destroyed Women 


Angels of His Own Deslern. 


The Journal's Associated Press dis- 


patches of yesterday told about the 
sculptor, Gutzon Borghum, destroying 
two of his finest creations because they 
had caused such a great furore in a cer- 
tain church, the full circumstances 
of. 


tvhich were published in Wednesday's 
paper. 


Mr. Borglum has a brother who also is 


a very prominent sculptor and painter; 
his name is Solon Borglum, and he has 
made a specialty of depicting animal life 
so successfully that his works have been 
exhibited and prized at the Paris Salon, 
where also Gutzon Borglum's artistic and 
more allegoric creations time and again 
have attracted wide attention so that 
the two brothers today are recognized as 
some of the foremost American artists. 


Their father, now a doctor of medi- 


cine, lives in Omaha, Neb., and came to 
this country more than forty years ago, 
being a native of Denmark, and a wood 
carver by trade. The first two years on 
American soil he spent in this city like 
so manjr other of his country men he 
down here to acquire a living, and like 
so many other of his counery men he 
moved west when the possibilities of the 
great west were made sufficiently known. 
The two now so famous artists were not 
born in this city however, but their 
mother was a young German lady who 
at that time resided with her parents in 
Milwaukee, where Mr. Borgluin, Sr., first 
met her. 


The Borghum family are in constant 


connection with Racine where they still 
have friends, among them being the edi- 
tor of "Norden," who recently called on 
the artists while he was in New York.

various business men and sold a number 
of fanning mills and other goods which 
he handled. 


To all appearances his health was 


good. On Saturday 
afternoon he was 


around the hotel conversing with friends 
and Mr. Williams. In the evening he 
did not retire until about 11 o'clock, say- 
ing that he did not feel at all sleepy. 
Upon going to his room he was in good 
spirits. 


Sunday morning he did not come down, 


to breakfast, but nothing was thought 
of this for lie usually remained in bed 
late.. Near dinner time a porter went 
up to his room and called, but received 
no answer. The door was forced open 
and Mr. Roberts was lying in bed, to all 
appearances asleep, but examination re 
vealed he was dead. 


Not a aond was heard from his room 


during the night and it is presumed he 
died while asleep. Physicians made an 
examination and said that death was 
due to heart failure. No inquest was 
held and the body was at once prepared 
for burial and forwarded to Racine,

JUMPED TO DEATH 


TO ESCAPE TBIAL 


Armitage Mathews Leaps From 


Window to Stone Paved 


Court Yard. 


EBILLIANT CAREEfi 


ENDED BY SUICIDE 


Had Advanced Bapidly in Profession 


and Politics—Accused of Tak- 


ing Money From an 


Estate. 


NEW YOHK, Oct. 12.—Rather than 


face trial on the indictments charging 
him with fraudulently 
taking money 


from the Weissel estate, Armitage Math- 
ews, lawyer and secretary of the county; 
Republican committee, committed .sui- 
cide today by jumping from a window in 
his apartment to a stone paved court- 
yard. He struck on his head, fracturing 
the skull and died in a. short time. 
Mathews who was a young man had ad- 
vanced rapidly, both in the practice of 
his profession and in politics. He was a 
friend of former Governor Black and of 
Abraham Gruber and they were loyal to 
him in his trouble, acting as legal advis- 
ers and doing all they could to aid him 
to obtain the change of venue from this 
county for which he applied. 


The change of venue was denied yes- 


terday and trial of the case was set for 
today before Justice Davy in the crimi- 
nal branch of the supreme court. E»riy 
this morning Mathews received a special 
delivery letter. After reading it hia 
housekeeper heard him go to a bath- 
room and open'a window. A few seconds 
later he jumped to his death. Several 
tenants in a house in the rear of Math- 
ews' apartment saw him jump. A doc- 
tor was hurriedly summoned, but could 
do nothing and Mathews died in a few 
minutes. 


CHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY. 


Mathews was indicted last May-on..- 


charges of conspiracy 
and grand lar- 


ceny, growing out of the looting of the 
Weissel estate, of which David Roths- 
child, wrecker of the Federal bank, was 
administrator. 


Rothschild, John W. Wooten and Law- 


yer Samuel I. Ferguson were all indicted 
with Mathews on the same charges; 
Rothschild was already serving a long 
term in state prison for wrecking the 
Federal bank and Wooten was convicted 
in June and sentenced to nine years and 
five months in Sing Sing. 


Wootc was kept in the Tombs aa a 


possible important witness against Math- 
cws. Ferguson was also expected to b« 
a witness for the prosecution of Math- 


vs. 


THE AGREEMENT MADE. 


Mathews was the local representative 


of the Bankers' 
Surety company of 


Cleveland, which wa% on Rothschild's 
bond for $400,000 as administrator oi 
the Weissel estate. It was agreed by 
the four accused men, according to the 
indictment, that Rothschild was to have 
sole possession of the estate, and that 
whatever money he borrowed on it iras 
to be shared by his associates. 


DREW UP ACCUSATIONS. 


Mathews at one time was assistant 


district attorney. He served three terms 
as a member of the board of aldermen. 
Two years ago he was made secretary of 
the corporation committee. After Roths- 
child was convicted and sent to Sing Sing 
prison, he drew up on bits of paper a. 
series of statements in which, he ticcusoi 
Mathews of having a share in the loot- 
ing of the Weissel estate. Eventually 
the statements reached District Attor- 
ney Jerome and Rothtchild was brought 
to New York to testify against Math- 
.ews.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 10.—Theo- 


dore Roosevelt, not as president of the 
United States, but as an .American citi- 
zen and the father of a college boy who 
hns just come out of a football game 
with a ".slit eyebrow" nnd a "cauliflower 
cur," has started a movement to put 
down brutality in football. 


To aid him in his crusade he called to 


the White House yesterday Walter O. 
Camp, general adviser of Yale athletics, 
William C. Held Jr., the Harvard foot- 
ball coach, "Boo" Hildebraml, the Prince- 
ton coach, "Jack" Owsley the Yale coach, 
Dr. E. H. Nichols, and John B. Fine. 
Secretary Root participated in the con 
ferencc. 


TO WAR ON BRUTAL SPORT. 


To these men. who practically control 


the best part of college athletics in tho 
oast, President Roosevelt 
avowed his 


purpose to ''inaugurate a movement hav- 
ing for its object absolutely clean sport 
and the eradication of professionalism, 
money making, and brutality from col- 
lege games. 


The president "has enjoyed a long ac- 


quaintance with the men with whom he 
talked yesterday, and he talked with 
them in a practical, personal way of the 
reforms which he considers necessary in 
order to establish a higher standard of 
sport. 


He suggested the adoption of drastic 


rules in an intercollegiate code, under 
which any college team guilty of brutal- 
ity or unsportsmanlike conducts shall 
be oxcluded from participating in con- 
tests with other colleges. 


WANTS CLEAN, MANLY SPORT. 
There is no firmer believer in health- 


ful sports than President Roosevelt. Hp 
it- himself an athlete. 
He believes in 


athletics. The fact that his son, Theo- 
dore Jr., has just entered Harvard, and 
that he has other sons who will some day 
go to college, lends a personal interest to 
his action, besides his general interest to 
advance college sports all over the coun 
try. 


The president did most of the talking 


at the conference, and what ho said was 
practically a reiteration of the speech he 
made at Harvard last 
June. In 
the 


course of that speech lie said: 


"I believe in outdoor games and I do 


not mind in the least that they arc 
rough games, or that those who take 
part in them are occasionally injured 
I have r.o sympathy whatever with the 
overwrought sentimentality that woulc 
keep a young man in cotton wool, and ] 
have a hearty contempt for him if he 
counts a broken arm or collarbone as o 
serious consequence 
when 
balanced 


against the chance of showing that he 
possesses hardihood, physical address 
and courage. 


CONTEMPT FOR LOW CUNNING. 
"But when these injuries arc indictee 


by others, cither wantonly- or of set de- 
sign, we are confronted by the question 
not of damage to oho man's body but ol 
damage to the other mini's character. 


"Brutality i:i playing a game shoulc 


awaken the heartiest and most plainly 
shown contempt for the player guilty o 
it, especially if this brutality is couplec 
with n. low cunning in committing ii 
without getting caught by the umpire. 


"I hope to see both graduate and un 


dcrgraduatc opinion come to scorn such 
a man as one guilty of base and dishon 
orablo action, who has no place in thi 
regard of gallant and upright men."

upper part of the body and face escaped. 
Although the burns are painful they will 
not prove fatal. 


The explosion .set fire to a kitchen ta- 


ble and curtains, but they were easily 
subdued and damage was light.

There a temporary stop was made and 
the administration took up the matter 
of giving Cuba n tariff concession that 
would help it-s industries anil 
develop 


trade with this country. 


Tt is very true that there was oppo- 


sition to this concession and true that 
some of the Republican press oppo.scd 
such, hut who later on 
a 
rostudy of 


the case, changed mind and favored giv- 
ing Cuba a liberal reciprocity. The pres- 
ident, Theodore Roosevelt, earnestly ad- 
vocated the reciprocal relations, nnd did 
so in iv manner that won converts stea- 
dily, lie accorded every national legis- 
lator and citizen the fullest liberty of 
opposing without the incurring of any 
presidential displeasure, 
and patiently 


argued the matter, convinced in the end 
congress would see the light as did him- 
self. Then congress did perceive tho

The proper view 
to take is that no citizen of Cuba nor the

throw stones at the United .States and 
charge u'c made, war for selfish purposes. 
Thus we not only completely freed Cuba 
but. also presented it with trade consid- 
erations that have resulted in giving its 
public treasury a very large surplus and 
vastly stimulated every one of its indus- 
tries, both manufacturing and agricul- 
tural. Again in our paying Spain $20,- 
000,000 for the Philippines and also pay- 
ing Spain for much of the property we 
captured in the war, we showed 
the 


world we were not in war for selfish 
purposes, and in our course towards the 
people we- badly whipped in war, a simi- 
lar comparison might be made if Japan 
in the late pence negotiations, would h«ve 
agreed to pay 'Russia a large sum for 
that southern half of Sakhalin 
island.

Then too as to 
tarilT so long as we possess the Philip- 
pines we will do our full duty and give 
the people of these islands such tariff 
concessions as will best serve the pur- 
pose in developing their industries, and in 
truth since we own them those asserting 
we should give the Filipinos free trade 
with the United States, are not assert- 
ing any more than would be 
natural 


enough. 


But it will do no good harping now 


on the tariff concessions give.n Cubn. All 
such can only serve to impress the Cu- 
bans with the belief our course towards 
them was not touched by any sympathy 
towards them, and will but harm. 


IN OHIO. 


Senator Forakcr it would seem is not 


in accord with the national administra- 
tion nor with his- party platform, and 
consequently not with the leaders of the 
party now in control of the state organi- 
zation. It seems the senator was invit- 
ed to make tho opening speech of the 
campaign and that it was not supposed 
his utterances would be so different, in 
sentiment to that assumed to be gen- 
erally prevalent. But the reports indi- 
cate the Ohio senator has taken occas- 
ion to point out there is n difference at 
least as. far as he is concerned. 


The organization wanted speakers and 


they wanted the senator, and as the 
senator was offish, arrangements had to 
be made. But it was not supposed his 
first speech would directly oppose what 
the state organization and large major- 
ity of the 
Ohio Republicans favored. 


Anyway his opening speech opposed tar- 
ilT revision, opposed any conferring of 
powers upon the interstate commission 
to regulate rates and opposed the senate 
ratifying reciprocity treaties. All these 
three are favored not only by President 
Roosevelt but by the party in general 
in Ohio and the positivenc.ss of Senator 
Forakcr who, one of the leading mem- 
bers of the senate interstate commerce 
committee, has created a worry through- 
out the state and vastly annoyed the 
state 
administration leaders. 
A com- 


ment upon his speech says this will be 
the issue in the state, and that a sweep- 
ing victory of Governor Herrick means 
the defeat of all legislation in congress 
looking towards the objects above men- 
tioned, nt least the weakening thereof, 
because, the opening speech of the sena- 
tor on the invitation of the state leaders 
made what he said the key note, and 
whether they like it or not, this makes 
the issue of no rate revision, not giving 
the interstate 
commerce. 
commission 


powers to revise rates complained 
of, 


and opposes reciprocity treaties. 
Thus 


the turning down of the state ticket by 
defeat or of noticeable lessened major- 
ity means the reverse and the endorse-., 
ment of the policies of rate revision, re- 
ciprocity and of rate control. 


A comment upon the Foraker position 


says: 


"The point on which the president and 


the senator differ is ng to the desira- 
bility of empowering the commission to 
prescribe rates to take the place of rates 
that it may find lo be unreasonable or 
unjustly 
discriminatory, and to put 


those rates into eftect without the op- 
portunity for prior judicial review. 
A 


sweeping Republican victory in Ohio this 
year with this issue prominent in the 
campaign cortainlj- would weaken great- 
ly the advocates of governmental rate- 
making in congress. 


'•'Senator Forakor's speech indicates 


that lie has been impressed with the 
argument that it would be impossible for 
governmental commissioners to acquire 
such an intimate knowledge of the busi- 
ness of all localities and of the interde- 
pendence of rates as would enable them 
to prescribe any .set of rntes intelligent- 
ly, and that it. would be dangerous to 
confer on a politica.1 agencp a power that 
might 
be used to apportion commerce 


among competing localities and to make 
or unmake communities." 


Men may differ to course, but that any 


speech of Senator Foraker is to be per- 
mitted to mark tho wishes of the peo- 
ple of Ohio, should not be assented to. 
The senatorial body who may assume 
certain ground in matters do not repre- 
sent necessarily the wishes of the major- 
ity of the people of any party. They are 
entitled to enjoy their difference of opin- 
ion and that without any loss of party 
ca.ste, but. that such is to be taken as 
representing the desires the ideas of the 
masses of the. Republican party^ because 
the Ohio organization unfortunately se- 
lected the wrong opener of their cam- 
paign, is not to be supposable. 


One might think several things, but 


such also might be left unmc-ntioned. But 
it is i;i order for the Ohio Republicans 
to dony that any senator can misrepre- 
sent them, that is, to prescribe the party 
course. 


At the Columbus meeting the governor 


wnrmly endorsed the president and his 
policies. Vice President Fairbanks went 
so far as to predict tariff revision with 
the safe provision, such would be done 
when found essential, nnd still further 
boldly enlled for the ending of all rate 
discrimination. Then the 
senator on 


rate legislation repented his ideas, and 
purported to believe it was the Democra- 
tic policy that rate making be lodged 


with the commerce commission, because- 
the Democratic platform like the Hepub-; 
lican, favored such. He said such would.' 
be not only unwise to give the commis- 
sion this power, but would <be;uljjust and 
that any asserted rate discrirOinations 
and excessive charges coiiis'ljelccrrrected 
without any commission having the pow- 
er to correct rates. The Foraker ideas 
may be seen to differ somewhat''mater- 
ially, but while he of course, ;has,-.a'per- 
fect right to differ, it is wrongful as- 
sumption altogether to assume his ideas 
are the prevailing policy and beliefs of 
Ohio Republicanism. 


In a later nddross at Bellcfontaine Sen- 


ator Foraker ridiculed the idea of a split 
between himself and the president, in- 
sisting his rate views were 
the 
same 


ns before, and that the proposition to 
confer additional powers on the inter- 
state commission, were not Republican 
in origination or a Republican measure, 
but distinctly Democratic since such was 
a part of their platform, the Republican 
party refusing to make that proposition 
any element of their platform. lie stat- 
ed one might discuss this rate matter 
and not be subjected to the acusation of 
breaking with the administration. 


On the contrary a sweeping victory of 


the Ohio Republicans will indicate the 
people much prefer, to trust the Repub- 
licans with the corrections of abuses in 
railroad rates and terminating rebates 
and preferences than 
the Democratic 


party. The Republican party demand 
correctives, and they do not call for con- 
fiscation or government ownership and 
operation as does the Democratic plat- 
form. 
If Republican management 
of 


public utilities is to come it will be from 
gradual installations of such enterprises 
and the way will be carefully guarded. 


FOR MORE INTELLIGENT LOCAL 


GOVERNMENT. 


It has long been claimed that the local 


administration of English municipalities 
were far superior to anything seen ,in 
this country, but there,are suspicions and 
pretty well founded that after all we are 
doing pretty good under all the circum- 
stances. A critic writing to a .London 
periodical thinks quite 
different 
from 


the prevailing impression and begs leave 
to differ. He says: 


"It is impossible to find out who is 


responsible for what is done or left un- 
done. 
The maximum of money is ex- 


pended for the minimum of effect by a 
host of jarring authorities, 
who 
are 


driven on to foolish measures by the 
mob. The workingman pays little in the 
shape of rotes, and he is consequently 
indifferent to economy; he knows noth- 
ing of finance, and he consequently vio- 
lates its first principles. He has no stake 
in the town, as he can easily shift his 
residence if it 
languishes 
or 
decays 


through the immoderate burden of debt 
which he is tying round its neck. Yet he 
outvotes the owner of property, or the 
company which is prosecuting some great 
industry in that town, though both of 
these have a great stake in the continued 
prosperity of tho place and in 
careful 


management. The local body which has 
foolishly borrowed millions or thousands 
slips away into obscurity, when the mis- 
chief which it has done is detected, and 
there is no one to blame or mulish." 


This comment may very likely have 


some, force and still 
as 
the 
English 


masses who have not in fact held the 
franchise so very long becomes better 
educated, and attaches 'more responsibil- 
ity to its nets, this trouble may be large- 
ly overcome. But then it is equally true 
that in this country where property in- 
terests are far larger extended there is 
an aversion to exercising the 
suffrage 


rights, as well us lack of purpose in vot- 
ing for tho best, that is shown up in a 
great majority of our elections. 
This 


complaint as to the willingness of the 
English workers to vote for all sorts of 
things in which the goose who laid the. 
golden eggs is being gradually strangled, 
is imitated in our cities by the indiffer- 
ence of men of whom it can 
not 
be 


charged do not pay their share towards 
he common tax fund 
to 
the 
voting 


franchise. 
Is not the grossest indiffer- 


ence ninny times shown, not only in the 
form in which citizens vote, but. as to 
voting at all? 
It is a matter of fact 


easily to be substantiated that the regis- 
try lists of .our cities are by no means 
voted in full, but on the contrary in 
many elections, a good third if not more 
abstain from voting at all. 


Efficient municipal governments 
will 


not.come anywheres until voters hoyc a 
proper regard for their responsibiliies. 
If therefore the English masses are kill- 
ing the golden,egg of their tax payers, 
they will have to undo their work, and 
this nmy be a process of education and 
ridding of agitators who succeed in in- 
ducing unwise things on the part of the 
people. Tn this country voters must take, 
upon themselves a greater sense of re- 
sponsibility for they can never secure 
the desired efficient 
local government, 


until they do, and if the laws can be so, 
worked as to compel citizens to vote on 
pain of losing their franchise, it would 
not at all be a bnd thing. Again a dis- 
tinct advance may be attained in this 
more desirable government when 
the 


people can by proper legislation compel 
the legislatures to keep their hands off 
the municipalities. There is now alto- 
gether too much interference by state 
legislators with the local matters of the 
state. 


States court in Alaska and further along 
in the supreme court .itself has created 
more or iess comment. Claims are made 
nonresideflj; aliens in some manner have

tion of mining grounds at the expense of 
honest seekers after treasure by grab- 
bers so patent that congress may feel 
impelled to take up the matter that jus- 
tice be done and to prevent the corpora- 
tions, the syndicates and rascally marau- 
ders from stealing all the valuable parts 
of the territory. As it is now, it is al- 
most useless for a comparatively poor 
man to seek after mineral lands either 
in Alaska or anywhere else, for if he 
does not find the ground already pre- 
empted and filed on, he is very likely to 
surely find some set of scoundrels have 
filed on all the available water rights in 
the streams.

According to report sfrotn the village 


of Union Grove the first loads of mater- 
ial for the proposed new city hall have 
been placed on the grounds and the vil- 
lage board intend to proceed with the 
erection of the hall at once. 


Since the fire which destroyed the My- 


ers opera house and Asby hotel, there 
has been no adequate hall for holding 
conventions or other large gatherings in 
the Grove and the people know it has 
worked losses to the merchants and oth- 
ers. 


Efforts to secure a new site for a new 


hall resulted in trouble. Factions want- 
ed it on the north side of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway tracks and 
another faction fought for the south side. 
Again they clashed as to 
whether 
it 


should be an amusement hall and meet- 
ing place combined, or simply a hall and 
lockup. 


An election was held to vote on the 


question of issuing $4,000 bonds and it 
was carried. After a time the old site 
first bought on the north side of the 
tracks was sold and a new one bought on 
the south side. Here is where the mater- 
ial has been unloaded. 


Attorneys have been engaged by two 


factions and it is said that just as soon 
as steps are taken to break ground or 
build there will be an injunctionnl suit 
commenced restraining the village board 
from building the hall, on the ground 
that their actions in the past have been 
illegal and they have no right to spend 
money for that purpose. It looks as if 
there will be a long fight in the courts 
before the village will have a new hall.

ed States Circuit Judge Francis E. Ba- 
ker of the Seventh Judicial circuit has. 
been charged by the civil service commis- 
sion with a violation of that section of 
the civil service Liu- forbidding any offi- 
cer of the government soliciting or .re- 
ceiving cainpnign'funds. 


The matter has been referred to the 


department of justice for action, but of- 
ficials of that department say they arc 
powerless.

Judge Baker's conduct is regarded as

He has served for years on 
the bench, having at one time been a 
member of the Indiana Superior court, 
to which he was elected by popular vote. 
While occupying this appointment he ac- 
cepted from President. Roosevelt the po- 
sition of federal judge. The commission 
holds that as he has a life position and 
ns the federal judiciary was intended 
always to be divorced from politics Judge 
Baker was wholly unjustified in taking 
any part whatever in the Republican 
campaign. 


Officials of the department of justice 


say that while it may not have been in 
good taste for Judge Baker to partici- 
mte actively in a. campaign the executive 
jraneh of the government is without 
power to act against him. Even where a 
udge plainly has violated the law he can- 
not be reached except by impeachment.
